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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the limitation "said profile body secured in said groove at 
least partially bridging said groove at said outer shell face surface of said rotating body 
barrel with said outer profiled body surface being located adjacent said outer shell face 
surface" needs to be part of the specification disclosure. No new matter should be 
added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 87-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 87 recites the limitations "said axially extending groove" and "said groove" 
in lines 4 and 1 1 respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these 
limitations in the claim. Further it is not clear if "said groove" in line 1 1 refers to the 
"circumferentially extending groove" or the "axially extending grooves". 

Claim 88 recites the limitation "said groove" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 83-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Stegmeir et al. (US Patent 5,329,853). 

With regards to claims 83 and 84, Stegmeir et al. discloses a rotating body 
useable in a printing press (col. 2, lines 27-28), the rotating body comprising a rotating 
body barrel 1 having an outer shell face (covered by blanket 5), an opening 2 in the 
shell face, and first and second oppositely located edges (angled ends of blanket 5) on 
the opening adjacent the shell face, the edges being made of a corrosion-resistant 
material (col. 2, lines 29-31 ). Regarding the recitation of an "integral" outer shell face on 
said rotating body barrel, Applicant should note that it has been held that the term 
"integral" is sufficiently broad to embrace construction united by means such as 
fastening and welding. In re Holte, 177 USPQ 326, 328 (CCPA 1973). 

Regarding claim 85, see profiled body (3, 4) and angled edges of blanket 5 
formed on the profiled body (3, 4). 

Regarding claim 86, see figure 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 47-82 are allowed. 

7. Claims 87 and 88 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed August 21 , 2009, as they relate to claims 83-86 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's argument that the rubber blanket of Steigmeir is not integral 
with the rotating body barrel, the examiner submits that it has been held that the term 
"integral" is sufficiently broad to embrace construction united by means such as 
fastening and welding. In re Holte, 177 USPQ 326, 328 (CCPA 1973).
